Report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary, 
presented  to  the  association 
February  5,  1900. 

For  the  first  time  in  its  history  the  Association  presents 
its  annual  report  upon  the  anniversary  of  its  organization. 
An  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  made  during  the  year, 
has  changed  the  time  for  the  annual  meeting  from  January 
to  the  month  following,  and  the  Association,  therefore, 
founded  in  February,  1870,  celebrates  in  February,  1900,  its 
thirtieth  birthday.  Thirty  years !  Years  of  toil,  of  discourage- 
ment and  failure  often,  but  yet  of  hope  and  fulfilment  and  of 
great  attainment  under  the  leadings  of  a  Divine  Providence 
and  for  the  accomplishment  of  His  own  purposes. 

The  Association  was  planned  and  brought  into  being 
through  the  thought  and  effort  of  a  godly  woman.  Feeble 
in  its  beginnings  and  undertaken  in  fear  and  uncertainty,  it 
was  "  rooted  and  grounded  "  in  love  and  faith,  and  all  things 
have  worked  mightily  for  its  good  and  its  establishment  upon 
the  earth.  Every  year  of  its  existence  has  marked  a  progress 
undreamed  of  even  by  her  of  "  so  great  faith,"  and  every 
year  has  added  a  chapter  of  eventful  interest  to  the  historical 
development,  surpassing  all  that  has  gone  before. 

As  with  the  others,  so  with  the  year  1899.  Events,  figures, 
evidences  of  growth,  and  signs  of  a  further  development,  come 
crowding  to  the  thought — an  embarrassment  of  riches  threat- 
ening confusion  of  mind  in  the  attempt  to  furnish  a  new 
chapter  to  the  written  history.    The  friends  of  the  Associa- 
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tion  have  been  steadfast  and  true,  giving  helpful  counsel, 
working  in  its  ranks,  contributing  of  their  substance,  and  aid- 
ing it  in  every  way.  The  Advisory  Board  has  been  a  con- 
stant dependence  in  matters  of  difficulty  and  perplexity;  Mr. 
Brainerd,  the  revered  and  faithful  counsel  of  the  Association, 
has  been  close  at  hand  in  all  its  hours  of  need;  the  daily 
press  has  spread  abroad  its  notices  and  its  items  of  informa- 
tion, and  it  is  because  of  these  and  because,  above  all,  the 
hand  of  the  Lord  was  with  it  that  the  record  of  the  year  may 
be  made  with  thankfulness  and  rejoicing. 

Some  one  has  said  that  "  good  machinery  is  known  by 
the  work  it  does,  not  by  the  noise  it  makes.  And  yet  it  could 
not  be  fit  for  any  work  unless  each  part  of  it,  before  the  as- 
sembling, had  been  wrought  out  with  stress  of  brain  and 
forge."  The  time  for  the  assembling  has  come,  and  now  let 
every  part  prove  its  own  work. 

First  the  religious  work,  first  in  place  and  in  importance, 
for  it  is  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  working-woman  that  should 
be,  and  is,  the  chief  care  of  the  Association. 
Department.  ^ts  early  beginnings,  thirty  years  ago,  saw  the 
formation  of  its  Bible  Class.  It  was  held  every 
Sunday  afternoon,  then  as  now,  but  then  there  was  an  average 
attendance  of  seven,  now  of  475.  The  following  year  there 
were  33  members  with  an  average  of  20  in  attendance,  and 
now  the  enrolled  list  numbers  1,584.  With  increasing  num- 
bers has  come  increasing  interest,  but  the  true  inner  history 
of  the  Bible  Class  cannot  be  told  in  figures  and  facts,  and  must 
ever  remain  unwritten. 

The  sessions  of  the  class  have  been  held,  as  usual,  on  Sun- 
day afternoons,  from  October  to  June,  and  on  Tuesday  eve- 
nings throughout  the  year.  No  effort  has  been  spared  to 
make  the  Bible  Class  attractive  and  of  the  highest  good  to 
the  many  women  who  have  been  providentially  led  within 
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its  borders.  The  Chaplain,  Miss  Doheny,  has  conducted  the 
services,  ministering  to  the  personal  necessities  of  the  women 
in  attendance  who  have  sought  help  and  advice;  and  the  les- 
sons have  again  been  taught  by  Mrs.  J.  H.  Knowles  on  Sun- 
day afternoons,  and  by  Miss  Jane  De  GrofT  Thompson,  Miss 
Holmes,  and  Miss  van  Marter  on  Tuesday  evenings,  in  series 
of  Bible  talks  of  exceeding  profit. 

The  services  in  observance  of  the  holy-days  and  holidays  of 
the  year  have  been  of  special  excellence,  from  the  New  Year 
Day  reception  down  to  the  latest  festival,  the  Christmas  time 
just  passed.  None  were  omitted  and  all  were  full  of  blessing 
and  good  cheer.  There  was  the  usual  gathering  on  Easter 
Sunday  of  over  1,300  women,  who  filled  to  overflowing  the 
Chapel,  parlors,  and  employment-room,  joining  heart  and 
voice  in  the  beautiful  service  prepared  for  the  occasion. 
Never  were  the  lessons  more  impressive  or  the  music  more 
inspiring.  "  Spirit  and  Life,"  by  Mrs.  Knowles,  the  Easter 
gift-book,  was  received  by  all  with  special  gladness,  because 
of  their  interest  in  its  author,  and  because  many  of  the  les- 
sons they  had  heard  from  her  lips  were  there  to  be  found  for 
their  souls'  continued  refreshing  and  strengthening. 

The  Bible  Class,  though  the  main  agency  for  good,  under 
the  Chaplain's  care,  is  but  one  of  many.  The  relief-work  for 
the  help  of  the  sick  and  needy,  the  Traveler's  Aid  for  the  safe 
conduct  of  strangers  and  sojourners  to  and  from  this  bewilder- 
ing city,  the  Fresh  Air  work  for  the  benefit  of  the  suffering 
poor  through  the  heated  term,  and  the  Summer  School  of 
Recreation  and  Instruction  are  all  within  the  scope  of  her 
department,  and  have  been  administered  with  faithfulness  and 
success.  The  latter,  especially — the  Summer  School — has 
been  of  use  to  many  hundreds  of  women  and  girls  who  flocked 
to  the  Association  to  study  and  to  be  amused,  attracted  bv 
the  crisp,  bright  invitations  to  "  Come  and  have  a  good  time," 
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which  were  distributed  with  a  lavish  hand  by  the  United 
Workers — that  zealous  company  of  Bible  Class  members 
banded  together  for  the  purpose  of  passing  on  to  their  com- 
rades the  good  things  they  have  received.  Seven  hundred 
and  eighty-three  pupils  composed  the  classes  for  Bible  study, 
Physical  Culture,  Fancy  work,  Embroidery,  Millinery,  and 
Singing,  while  at  the  weekly  entertainments  the  usual  at- 
tendance was  700,  and  many  were  turned  away  for  lack  of 
room.  There  were  7,212  visitors  to  the  parlor  during  the 
summer  months.  Among  these  were  1,162  young  women 
under  21  years  of  age,  who  had  never  crossed  the  threshold 
before. 

An  event  out  of  the  ordinary,  under  the  special  auspices 
of  the  Relief  Committee,  was  the  dedication  of  a  lot  and  mon- 
ument, in  Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  in  May.  This  was  the  cul- 
mination of  a  long-cherished  desire  for  the  possession  of  such 
a  final  resting-place  for  those  upon  whom  relief  and  care  had 
been  bestowed  unto  the  latest  breath,  and  was  made  possible 
by  a  gift  of  deed  from  the  trustees  of  the  cemetery  and  by 
the  erection  of  an  appropriate  shaft  secured  by  the  efforts  of 
the  committee.  Impressive  ceremonies  were  conducted  by 
Rev.  Dr.  George  Alexander  and  Rev.  Dr.  William  R.  Hunt- 
ington to  mark  the  consecration  of  this  sacred  spot. 

Turning  now  from  the  strictly  religious  aspect  of  Associa- 
tion activities  to  its  more  secular,  work-a-day  affairs,  the 
different  departments  come  under  inspection,  each  a  vital  part 
of  the  great  machine,  and  each  doing  its  share  toward  the 
completed  usefulness  of  the  whole.  Some  are  working  si- 
lently year  after  year  with  slight  change  from  the  daily  routine, 
hidden  from  view  in  some  measure  by  the  greater  prominence 
of  others,  and  yet  working  ceaselessly  in  unison  with  all,  and 
necessary  to  the  well-being  of  all. 

Among  these  may  be  found  the  Membership  Committee, 
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ever  struggling  with  the  lists,  correcting  names,  noting 
changes  of  address,  recording  accessions  and 
Committee^    fluctuations,  and  with  them  all  reporting  a  steady 
increase  along  all  lines,  especially  in  the  Annual 
Membership,  which  has  grown  apace,  and  numbers  now 
among  the  working-women  975;  the  Employment  Bureau, 
facing  steadily  and  unflinchingly  the  labor  problem,  rejoic- 
ing in  the  better  times  that  have  enlarged  the 
ElBureau?nt    number  of  employers  in  proportion  to  that  of  ap- 
plicants and  have  enabled  the  committee  to  fill 
2,084  positions,  and  yet  so  overwhelmed  with  the  increase  of 
work  that  additional  help  in  the  office  has  become  an  actual 
necessity;  the  Board  Directory,  busy  the  year 
Directory,       round,  finding  homes  for  women  and  women  for 
homes,  fitting  the  round  plug  to  the  round  hole, 
striving  to  keep  up  with  the  increasing  demands  from 
both  applicants  and  house-keepers,  and  succeeding,  too,  in 
highest  measure  as  the  growing  numbers  prove;  and  the 
House  Committee,  which,  faithful  to  its  trust — 
Committee.     tne  care  °f  tne  building  under  whose  roof  these 
activities  are  carried  on — presents  its  record 
"writ  in  stone."    Here,  too  is  the  Needle-work  Depart- 
ment, "  not  slothful  in  business,  fervent  in  spirit, 
DeparVme°n£    serving  the  Lord  "  by  helping  women  to  help 
themselves  through  barter  and  sale.    The  com- 
mittee tells  again  the  yearly  story  of  accessions  of  work 
and  responsibility — consignors  multiplying,  orders  increas- 
ing, and  demands  upon  the  work-room  so  great  that  ex- 
pansion, as  in  1898,  became  a  necessity  and  an  annex  was 
made  of  the  Executive  sub-committee-room,  whereby  the 
work-room  was  relieved  of  some  of  the  pressure  upon  it,  and 
a  new  and  separate  fitting-room  adjoining  it  was  made  pos- 
sible.   Kind  friends  opened  hearts,  homes,  and  pocket-books 
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for  three  summer  sales,  which  yielded  nearly  $700,  and  were  a 
great  help  to  consignors.  The  Christmas  Sale,  also,  begin- 
ning with  an  attractive  "Tea, "and  Musicale,  on  December 
5th,  gave  abundant  and  substantial  results.  The  Com- 
mittee makes  a  modest  plea  for  the  "  Tide-over"  work  for 
the  women  who  have  so  little  and  need  so  much,  and  begs 
its  friends  to  remember  that  the  plain  things,  so  easy  to  do 
at  home,  are  the  things  upon  which  they  depend. 

Among  the  departments  that  must  be  treated  more  in  de- 
tail, owing  to  the  variety  and  scope  of  their  work,  is  the  Class 
Committee  on  Department,  under  the  care  of  the  Committee 
EEUntae^trin-nd  on  Education  and  Entertainments.  In  the  early 
ments.  dawn  of  its  history,  February,  1872,  the  first  class 
of  the  Association  was  organized — a  sewing-machine  class  with 
40  members.  From  that  beginning  has  grown  the  present 
department  with  154  classes  and  2,825  pupils.  The  spirit  of 
progress  that  has  characterized  its  history  all  along  has  been 
in  evidence  throughout  the  year  in  the  formation  of  new 
classes  and  the  continued  upholding  and  advancement  of  the 
old. 

An  evening  class  in  Design.  Modeling,  and  Carving,  spe- 
cially adapted  for  artists  and  teachers,  is  a  new  departure,  as 
are  also  classes  in  Cooking  for  Invalids,  which  have  proved  very 
successful  and  have  attracted  many  of  the  Trained  Attendants. 
As  for  the  Physical  Culture  classes,  their  very  success  is  al- 
most their  undoing.  Both  in  the  Summer  School  and  the 
winter  classes,  the  accommodations  have  been  so  inadequate 
that  with  the  best  contrivance  of  time  and  space  many  were 
debarred  from  the  regular  exercises,  and  their  disappointment 
could  be  met  only  with  the  oft-expressed  hope  that  the  Asso- 
ciation, which  had  done  so  much  for  the  working  woman, 
would  respond  to  her  very  present  need  of  a  well-equipped 
gymnasium.    Surely  the  need  must  be  apparent.   To  the  girl 
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herself,  bending  all  day  over  desk,  machine,  or  work-table, 
this  physical  exercise,  which  means  health-giving  power,  the 
expansion  of  narrow  chests,  the  strengthening  of  muscles,  and 
general  invigorating  of  body  and  brain,  has  become  an  in- 
estimable boon.  Is  there  not  in  all  this  great  city  a  heart  to 
be  touched  by  the  cry  of  these  needy  ones — some  friend  of 
suffering  humanity  who  will  this  very  year  hear  the  cry  and 
bestow  this  cup  of  blessing  in  the  Master's  name? 

The  Commencement  of  all  the  classes  was  held  as  usual  in 
May,  the  graduates  numbering  343.  The  interest  of  the  occa- 
sion was  a  foregone  conclusion,  with  Rev.  Dr.  Stimson's  open- 
ing devotional  exercises,  Rev.  Dr.  Donald  Sage  Mackay's  elo- 
quent address  on  the  Supreme  Influence  of  Character,  Mrs. 
Beebe's  tender  charge  to  the  students,  and  the  fine  pro- 
gramme of  choir  music  under  Miss  Judd's  direction. 

Lectures  and  entertainments  have  followed  in  close  suc- 
cession through  the  year.  Of  the  former,  one  was  given  on 
February  6th,  in  the  University  Extension  Course,  by  Mrs. 
Josephine  Shaw  Lowell,  on  the  "  Relation  of  Women  to 
Good  Government;  "  another  on  December  9th,  by  Professor  J. 
Liberty  Tadd,  on  his  methods  of  manual  training,  with  black- 
board and  stereopticon  illustration,  and  both  were  of  exceed- 
ing interest  and  fine  quality. 

In  the  "  assembling  "  of  the  parts  there  is  a  natural  order 
and  close  connection  between  the  department  devoted  to  in- 
Library  struction  and  the  Library — that  other  educa- 

tional force  in  the  plan.  From  class  to  book  is 
a  short  step.  Here  a  research  into  ancient  history,  in  keeping 
with  the  reminiscent  attitude  natural  to  birthday  occasions, 
discloses  the  fact  that  the  Library  sprang  into  being  almost 
full-armed,  and  can  boast  in  its  second  year  of  950  volumes 
and  250  readers.  A  favorite  thus  from  the  start,  it  has  gone 
on  from  that  day  to  this,  gaining  in  appreciation  of  its  value, 
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growing  in  quality  and  in  size,  until  it,  too,  has  outgrown  its 
quarters  and  cries  out  against  its  narrow  confines.  In  some 
way,  by  economizing  every  foot  of  space,  sufficient  shelf- 
room  has  been  added  during  the  year  to  accommodate  3,700 
more  books;  but  alas!  no  power  on  earth  could  make  the 
reading-room  hold  more  people.  "  It  is  pathetic,"  says  the 
Librarian,  "  to  see  the  women  standing  about  waiting  for 
chair  or  paper  or  book  only  to  go  away  at  last  in  bitter  dis- 
appointment." Surely  with  a  need  so  plain,  and  an  appeal  so 
importunate,  there  cannot  be  eyes  too  blind  to  see,  or  ears 
too  dull  to  hear.  A  larger  reading-room — simply  the  place 
for  those  who  come,  the  power  to  give  to  those  who  want — 
this  is  the  plea. 

The  whole  number  of  books  now  on  hand  is  27,103.  Many 
valuable  art  books  have  recently  been  added  to  the  collection, 
and  the  library  of  music  for  circulation  has  been  increased  by 
200  volumes,  making  it  one  of  the  best  of  its  kind  in  the  city 
and  of  great  usefulness  to  students  and  teachers. 

That  no  stone  might  be  left  unturned  in  the  search  for  the 
highest  good  to  the  greatest  number,  the  experiment  was 
made  of  keeping  the  Library  open  its  full  hours  throughout 
the  summer  without  regard  to  the  vacation  season.  From 
9  a.m.  to  9.15  p.m.  daily,  except  Sunday,  its  doors  were  open  to 
all  comers,  and  daily  was  it  made  manifest  that  the  new  order 
of  things  was  a  much  needed  and  highly  appreciated  change. 
It  doubtless  had  much  to  do  with  the  remarkable  increase  in 
circulation  from  74,810,  in  1898,  to  84,414  in  the  past  year. 
If  so  great  a  surface  reward  could  be  reached,  what  can  be 
said  of  the  deeper,  underlying  effect  of  this  wise  move  upon 
the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  many  who  have  thus  been  reached 
and  helped? 

Passing  on  now  to  the  parts  of  the  machine  at  work  outside 
the  immediate  precincts  of  the  main  building,  but  still  in  vital 
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connection  with  the  source  of  power,  the  Sum- 
SHomeT         mer  Home  of  the  Association  comes  first  under 

consideration.  Its  affairs  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
Board  Directory  Committee,  and  have  been  carefully  man- 
aged through  another  year  under  some  changes  that  have 
proved  highly  advantageous.  After  three  years  of  trial  in 
The  Berkshire,  at  Asbury  Park,  a  return  to  Grace  Hall,  the 
house  formerly  occupied,  was  deemed  advisable,  and  found 
to  be  a  wise  step  by  the  successful  results  of  the  summer's 
experience. 

Many  improvements,  enlarged  accommodations,  the  intro- 
duction of  electricity  into  the  lower  portion,  increased  facilities 
for  the  serving  of  meals,  and  a  general  refitting  made  the  house 
attractive  and  enabled  the  Committee  to  entertain  its  guests 
with  a  comfort  hitherto  unknown.  Gifts  of  books  and  music 
from  the  Association  Library  and  of  current  periodicals  from 
other  kind  donors,  besides  articles  of  adornment  and  neces- 
sity furnished  by  the  Committee  and  its  friends,  contributed 
to  the  well-being  of  the  weary  sojourners  by  the  sea,  who  there 
found  rest  and  health,  and  many  of  whom  gave  emphatic 
evidence  of  their  satisfaction  by  their  efforts  to  secure  an 
extension  of  time  or  a  second  visit.  Two  hundred  and  seventy 
guests  were  entertained  during  the  short  season,  from  June 
26th  to  September  19th. 

Next  in  order  among  these  so-called  outside  agencies  of  the 
Association  comes  the  Margaret  Louisa  Home.    Within  its 

own  building,  but  near  at  hand,  drawing  material 
Louisa^H^me.  supplies  of  heat  and  electricity  from  the  central 

source,  and  working  harmoniously  with  every 
part,  it  bears  so  important  a  relation  to  the  whole  that  the 
brief  mention  made  necessary  by  this  gathering  together  is 
to  be  deplored.  Statistics  may  be  given  in  a  sentence,  but 
volumes  could  be  written  of  the  real  life  history  of  the  Home, 
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the  personal  incidents,  the  joys  and  sorrows,  the  heart  experi- 
ences of  the  women  who  have  gone  in  and  out  since  its  doors 
were  opened  nine  years  ago.  These  are  not  for  the  public  ear, 
and  these — the  best — must  be  left  out;  but  "  God  knows,  and 
many  grateful  women  know,  what  the  Margaret  Louisa  Home 
means  in  their  lives."  If  it  means  no  more  than  simple  pro- 
tection— even  to  those  who  are  scarcely  conscious  of  its  value 
— it  means  much.  Many  an  inexperienced  and  lonely  woman 
who  has  found  her  way  to  the  city  to  make  use  of  its  advantages 
for  study  and  self-support,  ignorant  of  its  temptations  and  its 
dangers,  learns  much  that  safeguards  her  for  the  future,  while 
she  spends  a  few  days  or  weeks  at  the  Home  seeking  the  per- 
manent boarding-place  that  will  enable  her  to  husband  her 
resources.  Above  all  she  goes  out  conscious  that  there  is  a 
refuge  behind  her  if  unforeseen  emergencies  arise.  There  are 
scores  of  women  who  know  no  other  home  and  turn  to  it  as 
to  a  family  hearth-stone  to  find  the  true  home  feeling  for  which 
they  long,  and  who  have  gone  forth  again  sustained  by  the 
consciousness  that  there  is  a  family  to  which  they  belong  and 
where  they  can  find  at  all  times  the  sympathy  and  love  and  help 
they  crave.  To  promote  this  feeling,  much  has  been  made  of 
the  holidays  of  the  year,  especially  the  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas  seasons,  which  were  truly  home  festivals,  and  ob- 
served with  joyousness  and  appreciation  by  the  happy  guests. 
It  has  been  a  matter  of  interest  to  find  among  the  guests  many 
missionaries  to  Africa,  India,  or  China  and  nurses  for  Cuba 
and- the  Philippines,  who  have  tarried  awhile  making  prepara- 
tion for  their  departure  on  their  errands  of  mercy  for  the  "  heal- 
ing of  the  nations." 

In  all  that  the  figures  can  tell  of  the  year's  story  there  is 
cause  for  gratitude,  for  1899  shows  a  larger  record  than  ever 
before.  In  all  departments  there  has  been  a  remarkable  in- 
crease— a  larger  number  of  admissions,  of  nights'  lodgings,  a 
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higher  average  in  the  house  each  night,  and  about  20,000 
more  meals  supplied.  The  financial  report,  too,  is  equally  en- 
couraging. The  improvements  made  in  the  house  in  1898 
have  added  so  greatly  to  its  advantages,  the  work  has  been 
carried  on  with  better  results  than  before,  and,  in  spite  of  the 
increase  in  the  cost  of  food  supplies,  the  running  expenses  have 
been  fully  met.  A  larger  proportion,  also,  of  the  items  charged 
to  the  repair  account,  always  so  generously  maintained  by 
the  founder  of  the  Home,  has  been  assumed. 

The  Margaret  Louisa  Home  is  no  longer  an  experiment, 
but  an  assured  factor  in  the  many-sided  work  of  the  Young 
Women's  Christian  Association.  Planted  in  love  and  faith, 
nurtured  in  watchfulness  and  prayer,  maintained  in  liberal  gen- 
erosity, the  Home  has  realized  in  ever-increasing  degree  the 
beneficent  purpose  of  its  founder.  It  enters  now  its  tenth  year 
with  a  deeper  sense  of  the  responsibilities  which  such  a  trust 
implies. 

And  now,  finally,  the  West  Side  Settlement,  the  third  out- 
lying division  of  the  work,  is  called  to  its  accounting.  This 

out-post  was  established  in  West  Forty-seventh 
Settlement.     Street  in  1894.    In  an  environment  demanding 

the  methods  embodied  in  the  settlement  idea,  it 
has  adapted  itself  to  the  requirements  and,  though  hedged 
about  with  difficulties,  has  pushed  forward  with  ardor,  demon- 
strating its  usefulness  in  that  needy  district,  and  accomplishing 
results  unlooked-for.  Beginning  as  a  modest  home  for  work- 
ing women  with  small  earnings,  it  has  not  only  successfully 
maintained  this  feature,  but  has  expanded  in  accordance  with 
the  needs  of  the  place  and  the  times  until  it  is  a  settlement  in 
name  and  in  fact.  The  strong  point  of  the  work  is  the  influ- 
ence of  personal  contact  with  the  people.  It  touches  not  only 
the  women  for  whom  it  provides  a  home,  but  also  the  children 
of  the  neighborhood,  both  girls  and  boys,  and,  through  them, 
the  parents — -the  older  element  so  difficult  to  reach. 
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In  the  house  are  to  be  found  millinery  classes  for  young 
women,  three  gymnastic  classes  for  little  girls,  big  girls,  and 
grown  girls,  a  kindergarten  for  the  younger  children  with  fifty- 
nine  pupils,  a  sewing-class  with  an  enrolled  list  of  seventy- 
six,  and  classes  in  drawing  and  wood-work  for  the  boys,  all  in 
successful  operation.  There  are  also  twenty-four  pupils  in 
music  who  pay  twenty-five  cents  a  lesson  and  ten  cents  a  week 
for  a  half  hour's  daily  use  of  the  piano.  There  are  five  City 
History  Clubs  with  from  seven  to  sixteen  members  each. 
Many  thanks  are  due  Mrs.  Robert  Abbe  for  the  support  and  in- 
terest she  gives  this  work  beside  providing  all  the  material, 
note-books,  pictures,  etc. 

The  Free  Library  and  the  Penny  Provident  Fund  have 
grown  to  large  proportions.  The  readers  number  1.892. 
Among  the  books  is  a  fair  library  for  adults,  but  more  and 
more  the  fathers  and  mothers  read  the  children's  books,  and 
there  is  a  great  demand  also  for  the  newer  publications,  "  David 
Harum  M  and  the  like.  A  gift  of  a  dictionary  from  the  Wash- 
ington Heights  Library  has  been  a  welcome  and  useful  ac- 
cession. 

The  bank  has  at  present  2,464  depositors.  This  has  been 
an  undoubted  influence  for  good,  creating  and  fostering  ten- 
dencies toward  thrift,  undermining  the  prevailing  candy  habit 
among  the  children,  and  convincing  both  old  and  young  that 
"  a  penny  saved  is  a  penny  earned  " — in  its  results,  an  object 
lesson  that  cannot  be  gainsaid. 

Thus  in  all  ways  the  Settlement  records  a  great  advance  for 
the  year.  It  shows  growth  in  numbers,  but  better  still  it  shows 
a  marked  change  in  the  people  who  come  to  it,  and  all  the 
surroundings  have  visibly  improved  since  the  field  was  en- 
tered a  short  five  years  ago.  The  work  has  been  done  under 
pitiful  limitations.  In  some  ways  its  poverty  has  been  an  ad- 
vantage, but  the  cramped  quarters  are  bad  for  the  children;

there  is  no  place  for  a  social  room  for  the  young  women  in 
the  evenings,  and  for  other  women — the  mothers — in  the  after- 
noons, and  there  are  so  many  opportunities  that  come  up  daily 
which  would  be  such  a  gain  that  it  is  almost  heart-breaking 
to  let  them  go  by.  It  takes  time,  money,  thought,  and  love, 
and  there  is  no  glory  in  it  beyond  the  fact  that  a  small  spot  in 
the  world  is  made  brighter,  better,  and  happier. 

With  all  its  needs  and  limitations  the  Settlement  has  surely 
shown  itself  "  approved,  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be 
ashamed." 

And  now  the  "  assembling  "  is  completed.  Part  after  part 
has  been  inspected,  its  work  examined,  the  machinery  tested 
and  found  good.  •  It  has  done  its  work  well  and  it  stands  ready 
for  a  better,  greater,  work  in  the  time  to  come.  Shall  it  be 
hindered  through  lack  of  that  vital  energy  without  which  the 
machine  is  but  a  dull,  dead,  useless  thing;  or  shall  it  have  a 
new  touch  of  that  impelling  force  for  which  it  waits  and 
that  shall  make  it  move  on  gloriously?  The  Association  calls 
upon  its  friends  and  members  for  added  power,  for  rekindlings 
of  enthusiasm,  higher  self-devotion,  heartier  reconsecration  to 
its  holy  cause.  Theirs  is  the  opportunity,  to  them  belongs  the 
responsibility.  Let  them  meet  it  and  fulfil  it,  and  what  though 
"  the  Master's  work  may  make  weary  feet,  it  leaves  the  spirit 
glad  "  ! — aye,  glad  through  all  eternity.

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THE  INTERNATIONAL  BOARD 

OF 

WOMEN'S  AND  YOUNG  WOMEN'S  CHRISTIAN 
ASSOCIATIONS. 

This  Board  is  composed  of  Women's  and  Young  Women's  Christian 
Associations,  and  other  organizations  doing  a  similar  work  in  our  own  land 
and  Canada.  The  Board  exercises  no  authority  as  to  methods  of  work 
adopted  by  local  Associations.  Help  and  strength,  however,  follow  com- 
munity of  interest  ;  benefit  and  inspiration  result  from  interchange  of  ex- 
perience ;  and  opportunity  for  these  is  given  at  the  Biennial  Conferences. 

In  response  to  the  urgent  invitation  of  the  Women's  Christian  Associa- 
tion of  Memphis,  Tenn. ,  the  Fifteenth  Biennial  Conference  was  held  in  that 
city,  November  16  to  22,  1899.  Sixty-one  delegates  were  present,  repre- 
senting all  sections  of  the  country  from  Boston  to  Chattanooga  and  from 
Richmond  to  Denver.  Eight  new  Associations  were  admitted  and  wel- 
comed to  fellowship  with  the  International  Board.  Deep  interest  was 
manifested  in  the  Conference  by  the  citizens  of  Memphis,  who,  besides 
showing  many  attentions  to  the  delegates,  were  present  in  large  numbers 
at  the  evening  meetings.  Many  visitors  from  other  cities  were  also  in 
attendance  at  the  daily  sessions. 

Since  the  last  Conference,  the  International  Board  has  been  incor- 
porated and  a  small  sum  raised  as  the  foundation  of  an  endowment  fund 
which  shall  insure  the  permanence  of  the  work.  Through  the  sustaining 
membership  and  the  generous  gifts  of  friends,  the  year  was  closed  without 
debt  and  with  a  small  balance  in  the  treasury  of  the  Board. 

The  new  work  undertaken  by  the  Conference  is  the  appointment  of  an 
organizer,  whose  special  work  will  be  to  develop  the  promising  field  in  the 
South  and  South-west  where  Young  Women's  Christian  Associations  are 
urgently  needed.  More  money  will  be  required  to  sustain  this  extensive 
work,  as  well  as  the  hearty  interest  and  co-operation  of  all  the  Associa- 
tions and  their  loyal  support  of  the  new  president  of  the  International 
Board,  Mrs.  WM.  S.  Stewart  of  Philadelphia.  An  invitation  from 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  has  been  accepted  for  the  Conference  of  1901. 

The  New  York  Association  is  allied  to  the  International  Board,  and 
its  members  should  realize  the  duties  and  privileges  of  that  alliance. 

Members  and  friends  of  the  Association  are  urged  to  subscribe  for  the 
International  Messenger,  the  monthly  publication  of  the  Board.  The 
price  is  fifty  cents  a  year  ;  and  the  paper  needs  and  desires  the  hearty 
support  of  all  who  are  interested  in  Christian  Association  work,  and  in  the 
circulation  of  reliable  information  concerning  it.

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NAME  AND  ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 

This  Association  was  incorporated  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  April  29,  1873.  On  March  io,  1876,  the  name  of  the  Associa- 
tion was  changed  to  "  The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  of 
the  City  of  New  York." 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  As- 
sembly, do  enact  as  follozus: 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Young  Ladies'  Christian  Association  of  the 
City  of  New  York.    Passed  April  29,  1873. 

§  1.  Caroline  D.  Roberts,  Hannah  S.  Brick,  Julia  C.  Jayne,  Henrietta 
E.  Talcott,  Margaret  L.  V.  Shepard,  Sarah  E.  Wendell,  Stella  B.  Lee, 
Kate  Oakley,  Olivia  E.  P.  Stokes,  Sarah  B.  Hills,  Margaret  D.  Harper, 
Mary  Beach,  Louise  F.  Underbill,  Mary  L.  McCready,  Georgiana  B.  Bal- 
lard, Mary  A.  Aitken,  and  their  associates,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body 
corporate  by  the  name  of  "  The  Young  Ladies'  Christian  Association  of 
the  City  of  New  York." 

§  2.  [As  amended  by  Chapter  333  of  the  Laws  of  1897.] 
The  object  of  this  corporation  shall  be  the  improvement  of  the  tem- 
poral, social,  mental,  moral,  and  religious  condition  of  the  young  women 
of  the  City  of  New  York,  particularly  of  those  dependent  upon  their  own 
exertions  for  support,  by  procuring  employment  and  safe  boarding-places, 
by  Bible  classes,  social  and  religious  meetings,  libraries  and  reading- 
rooms  and  educational  advantages,  and  such  other  means  and  services  as 
may  conduce  to  the  accomplishment  of  this  object. 

§  3.  [As  amended  by  Chapter  333  of  the  Laws  of  1897.] 
This  corporation  shall  hereafter  be  managed  by  an  executive  com- 
mittee composed  of  thirty  members.  Those  members  of  the  committee 
now  in  office  may  remain  therein  for  the  terms  for  which  they  were  re- 
spectively elected.  The  additional  six  members  shall  be  elected  at  a 
special  meeting  called  pursuant  to  the  constitution  within  two  months 
after  this  Act  takes  effect,  two  for  the  year  now  current,  two  for  the  term 
of  two  years,  and  two  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  first  Monday 
of  January,  1897,  and  thereafter  ten  members  of  the  committee  shall  be 
elected  on  the  first  Monday  of  December  in  each  year,  to  hold  office  re- 
spectively for  the  term  of  three  years,  or  until  others  are  elected.  The 
executive  committee  shall,  hereafter,  be  composed  of,  and  chosen  from, 
persons  in  communion  with  Protestant  Evangelical  churches,  and  repre- 
senting at  least  five  denominations,  and  not  more  than  two-fifths  of  such

committee  shall  be  members  of  any  one  denomination.  All  vacancies  iu 
the  executive  committee  or  in  the  offices  of  said  committee,  shall  be  filled 
as  the  constitution  and  by-laws  direct. 

§  4.  This  corporation  may  make  such  a  constitution,  and  the  execu- 
tive committee  such  by-laws  and  rules  for  the  regulation  of  its  business, 
the  management  of  its  affairs,  the  choice,  powers,  and  duties  of  its  officers 
and  agents,  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  its  charter  and  the  laws  of  the 
State,  excepting  that  the  provisions  of  its  constitution  declaring  that  the 
officers  and  chairmen  of  committees  shall  be  elected  by  the  executive 
committee  out  of  their  own  number,  and  that  all  the  members  of  said 
executive  committee  shall  be  members  in  good  standing  of  Protestant 
Evangelical  churches,  shall  not  be  altered  or  repealed. 
§  5.  [As  amended  by  chapter  333  of  the  Laws  of  1897.] 
The  body  corporate  created  by  this  act,  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the 
advisory  board,  be  capable  of  taking,  by  gift,  purchase,  devise,  or  bequest, 
and  holding,  mortgaging,  and  conveying  any  real  or  personal  estate  for  the  * 
benefit  of  said  corporation,  but  such  real  and  personal  estate  shall  not 
exceed  in  value  the  amount  limited  by  law.  The  body  corporate  created 
by  this  act,  in  addition  to  the  powers  and  rights  hereinbefore  specified, 
shall  have  power  to  take,  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  advisory  board, 
by  grant,  conveyance,  gift,  devise,  or  bequest,  any  real  or  personal  prop- 
erty to  be  held  in  trust  by  it,  to  found  and  maintain  professorships,  lecture- 
ships, courses  of  instruction,  educational  classes  and  scholarships,  and  for 
any  other  specific  purpose  comprehended  in  the  general  objects  authorized 
by  this  act.  Said  trust  may  be  created  subject  to  such  conditions  and 
visitations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  grantor  or  donor,  and  accepted  bj- 
the  said  corporation,  and  may  continue  for  such  time  as  may  be  necessary 
to  accomplish  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  created.  Morris  K.  Jesup. 
Howard  Potter,  Elbert  B.  Monroe,  Jacob  F.  Wyckoff,  James  Stokes,  Jr.,  '. 
Riley  A.  Brick,  Bowles  Colgate,  William  A.  Cauldwell,  Ames  Van  Wart, 
and  Robert  R.  McBurney  are  hereby  constituted  the  advisory  board,  and 
whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  advisory  board  the  same  shall  be 
filled  by  ?  majority  vote  of  those  remaining.  All  the  members  of  said 
board  shall  be  communicants  in  good  standing,  and  representing  at  least 
five  different  Protestant  Evangelical  denominations,  but  not  more  than 
three  shall  be  members  of  any  one  denomination.  No  trust  shall  be  ac- 
cepted by  this  corporation,  nor  any  conveyance,  mortgage,  or  lien  be 
created  upon  the  property  owned  by  this  corporation,  nor  any  property 
be  leased  or  purchased,  or  any  debt  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  in 
amount  be  created  except  upon  the  approval  of  the  advisory  board.  No 
intoxicating  drinks,  or  strong  or  lager  beer  shall  be  sold  or  used,  or 
gambling  allowed  upon  any  part  of  the  real  estate  owned  by  the  corpora- 
tion.    The  real  estate  held  by  the  association  shall  not  be  liable  for  any 
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future  debt  or  obligation  of  the  association,  unless  the  same  shall  have 
been  contracted  with  the  approval  of  said  advisory  board. 

§  6.  Upon  the  acceptance  of  this  charter  by  the  Young  Ladies'  Chris- 
tian Association,  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  become  operative;  but  per- 
sons holding  office  as  members  of  the  executive  committee,  when  this 
charter  is  accepted,  shall  continue  as  such  until  an  executive  committee 
is  formed  and  empowered  to  act  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  thi^ 
charter. 

§  7.  All  devises  and  bequests  to  said  corporation  shall  be  subject  to 
provisions  of  an  Act  entitled  "  An  Act  relating  to  wills,"  passed  April  13, 
j 860,  and  the  acts  amending  the  same. 

Repealing  clause,  Chapter  377  of  the  Laws  of  1897. 

All  provisions  in  the  act  hereby  amended  inconsistent  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 
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PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  members,  desirous  of  promoting  the  temporal, 
social,  mental,  moral,  and  religious  welfare  of  Young  Women, 
particularly  of  such  as  are  dependent  upon  their  own  exertions 
for  support,  do  form  ourselves  into  an  Association  for  this  ob- 
ject, and  do  hereby  adopt  the  following 

CONSTITUTION. 
ARTICLE  I. 

NAME   AND  OBJECT. 

Section  i.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  "  The  Young- 
Women's  Christian  Association  of  the  City  of  New  York." 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  promote 
the  temporal,  social,  mental,  moral,  and  religious  welfare  of 
Young  Women,  particularly  of  those  dependent  upon  their 
own  exertions  for  support,  by  ways  and  means  to  be  herein- 
after designated. 

ARTICLE  II. 

MEMBERS. 

Sec.  i.  The  members  of  the  Association  shall  be  divided 
into  five  classes — viz.,  Active,  Associate,  Annual,  Life,  and 
Honorary. 

Sec.  2.  Any  young  woman,  married  or  single,  may  become 
an  Active  Member  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Member- 
ship Committee,  confirmed  by  the  Executive  Committee.  She 
must  be  introduced  by  an  Active  Member,  and  her  full  name 
and  residence  must  be  presented  in  writing  to  the  Chairman 
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of  the  Membership  Committee,  signed  by  the  member  intro- 
ducing her.  She  shall  have  the  right  of  voting,  and  shall  pay 
to  the  Treasurer  annually,  in  advance,  a  sum  not  less  than  One 
Dollar. 

Sec.  3.  Those  who  feel  an  interest  in  the  objects  of  the 
Association,  but  are  unable  to  engage  in  its  active  zvork,  may 
become  Associate  Members.  They  must  be  introduced  by  a 
member  of  the  Association,  and  their  full  name  and  residence 
must  be  presented  in  writing  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Member- 
ship Committee,  signed  by  the  member  introducing  them. 
They  shall  pay  an  annual  subscription  in  advance  of  not  less 
than  Five  Dollars;  and  shall  have  the  privilege  of  attending 
the  Business  Meetings  of  the  Association,  but  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  vote. 

Sec.  4.  Any  self-supporting  woman  may  become  an  An- 
nual Member  by  the  payment  of  One  Dollar  per  year,  and  the 
furnishing  of  such  reference  as  may  be  required. 

Sec.  5.  Life  Membership  may  be  constituted  by  a  Dona- 
tion of  Fifty  Dollars — given  at  any  one  time. 

Sec.  6.  Honorary  Membership  may  be  constituted  by  a 
Donation  of  One  Hundred  Dollars — given  at  any  one  time. 

ARTICLE  III. 

DUTIES    OF   ACTIVE  MEMBERS. 

Sec.  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Active  Members  to  extend 
the  work  of  the  Association — by  increasing  its  membership 
and  by  raising  funds  for  the  purposes  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Active  Members  to  attend 
the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Association,  assisting  in  the  busi- 
ness of  the  meetings,  and,  at  the  December  meeting,  electing 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee;  also  to  co-operate  with 
the  Executive  Committee,  in  accordance  with  plans  by  it  pre- 
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sented,  in  seeking  out  young  women  who  stand  in  need  of  the 
help  of  the  Association,  and  becoming  personally  interested  in 
the  welfare  of  such;  in  aiding  them  to  procure  suitable  board- 
ing-places and  to  find  employment;  to  secure  their  attendance 
at  Church;  also  at  the  Bible-Class  and  religious  meetings  of 
the  Association;  and  to  invite  them  to  all  the  social  and  intel- 
lectual advantages  offered  by  the  Association. 

Sec.  3.  Active  Members  shall  hold  themselves  in  readiness 
to  serve  regularly  upon  at  least  one,  and  on  not  more  than  two, 
of  the  Standing  Committees;  and  shall  seek  to  promote,  by 
all  possible  means,  the  spiritual  prosperity  of  their  own  sex. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Sec.  i.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  thirty 
Active  Members  of  the  Association,  who  shall  be  communi- 
cants in  Protestant  Evangelical  Churches,  representing  at  least 
five  denominations,  and  no  more  than  two-fifths  shall  be 
chosen  from  any  one  of  said  denominations.  They  shall  be 
elected  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Association  held  on  the 
first  Monday  in  December,  in  conformity  with  the  provision 
of  Section  3d  in  the  Act  of  Incorporation. 

Sec.  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  elect  from  its  own 
number  all  Officers  of  the  Association  and  Chairmen  of  the 
Standing  Committees.  It  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  its  own 
number,  and  shall  have  the  general  superintendence  and  con- 
trol of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Association.  It  shall  have  author- 
ity to  make,  adopt,  and  amend  such  rules  and  by-laws  as  shall 
by  it  be  deemed  expedient  for  its  own  government  and  the 
government  of  the  Association,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Con- 
stitution. 

Sec.  3.  Its  members  shall  serve,  when  needed,  on  any 
special  work  of  the  Association. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

OFFICERS. 

Sec.  i.  The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  three  Vice-Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  an  Assistant 
Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Recording  Sec- 
retary, who  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  ballot  from  and  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  on  the  first  Thursday  in  January  of 
each  year.  Should  the  first  Thursday  fall  on  New  Year's 
Day,  then  the  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  on  the  Thurs- 
day next  following. 

Sec.  2.  Should  any  of  the  offices  specified  in  Section  1st 
of  this  Article,  or  any  other  office  hereinafter  at  any  time  cre- 
ated, be  or  become  temporarily  or  permanently  vacant,  such 
vacancy  may  be  filled  by  a  three-quarter  vote  of  the  members 
present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
provided  that  a  written  notice  of  such  proposed  election  shall 
have  been  sent  to  each  member  of  said  Committee,  at  least 
ten  days  previous  to  said  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

ADVISORY  BOARD. 

The  Advisory  Board,  as  named  in  Section  5th  of  the  Act 
of  Incorporation,  shall  have  all  the  powers,  and  perform  all  the 
duties  incumbent  upon  them,  in  conformity  with  said  Section 
5th  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

MEETINGS. 

Sec.  i.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  a  meeting 
each  week,  from  September  1st  to  July  1st,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  By-Laws  prescribe.    Seven  members  shall  con- 
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stitute  a  quorum.  It  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  President 
during  July  and  August. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  a  Meeting  of  the  Association  to  pro- 
mote Christian  and  social  intercourse,  and  to  advance  the  in- 
terests of  the  Association,  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month, 
from  October  to  May  inclusive.  At  this  meeting  reports  shall 
be  presented  from  the  several  Committees,  the  Recording 
Secretary  and  Treasurer.  Fifteen  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Association  on  the 
first  Monday  in  December,  there  shall  be  an  election  of  ten 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  (as  provided  in  Section 
3d  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation),  and  every  Active  Member  of 
the  Association  shall  receive  written  or  printed  notice  of  this 
meeting  and  of  the  said  election. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion on  the  first  Monday  of  February,  at  which  the  Annual 
Statistics,  and  Reports  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  shall  be  presented,  and  such  other  business  as  may 
be  ordered  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  All  Meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened 
and  closed  with  devotional  exercises. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

COMMITTEES. 

Sec.  i.  No  Standing  or  Special  Committees  shall  contract 
any  money  indebtedness  without  a  previous  appropriation 
from  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  several  Standing 
Committees  shall  be  defined  and  limited  in  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Association. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Sec.  i.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Active 
Members  then  present,  provided  notice  of  the  proposed 
amendments  shall  have  been  given  at  a  previous  regular  meet- 
ing, and  provided,  also,  that  such  proposed  amendments  shall 
have  been  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee at  a  regular  meeting  (a  written  notice  of  such  proposed 
amendments  having  been  given  to  each  member  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  at  least  ten  days  previous  thereto)  held  at 
least  one  month  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Association 
when  such  amendments  are  acted  on. 

Sec.  2.  Amendments  may  be  proposed  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee.  If  at  a  regular  meet- 
ing not  earlier  than  one  month  thereafter,  such  amendments 
be  approved  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  Commit- 
tee, they  shall  be  reported  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Association,  and  a  vote  may  be  taken  upon  them  at  the  next 
succeeding  regular  meeting,  when  they  may  be  adopted  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Active  Members  then  present. 

Sec.  3.  But  Article  II.  and  Article  IV.  shall  not  be  altered 
nor  amended  without  the  consent  of  five-sixths  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee,  signified  by  vote  at  a  regular 
meeting,  and  written  notice  of  such  proposed  alteration  or 
amendment  shall  be  given  to  each  member  of  the  Committee, 
at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  meeting  when  such  vote  is  taken. 
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BY-LAWS. 
ARTICLE  I. 

THE   EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Section  i.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  on 
Thursdays  at  10.30  o'clock  a.m.,  at  such  place  as  it  shall  ap- 
point. 

Sec.  2.  The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows : 

1 .  Calling  the  roll. 

2.  Prayer. 

3.  Reading  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting. 

4.  Unfinished  business. 

5.  Presentation  and  approval  of  bills,  reading  of  letters,  etc. 

6.  Proposal  of  new  members. 

7.  Reports  and  recommendations  of  Committees. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  President  and  all 
Vice-Presidents  from  any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee or  of  the  Association,  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
choose  from  its  own  number  a  member  who  shall  preside  at 
said  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  chang- 
ing her  denominational  connection  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
resigned,  and  the  vacancy  so  created  shall  be  filled  by  the  said 
Committee. 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  absent- 
ing herself  for  one  month  from  the  meetings  of  said  Commit- 
tee, without  presenting  reasonable  excuse  to  the  President 
and  obtaining  leave  of  absence,  shall  be  considered  as  having 
resigned  therefrom  and  shall  be  notified  accordingly. 

Sec.  6.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  in- 
vite to  its  meetings,  for  a  specified  length  of  time  and  for  a 
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special  purpose,  the  assistant  Chairman  of  any  Standing  Com- 
mittee, the  Chairman  of  any  Special  Committee,  or  any  former 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee;  but  the  person  thus 
attending  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Sec.  7.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  hear  and  consider 
the  recommendations  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittees in  regard  to  the  employment  of  teachers,  clerks,  or 
other  officials  or  assistants,  also  in  regard  to  all  disbursements 
for  salaries  or  other  expenses,  authorizing  the  same  if  approved 
and  making  due  appropriation;  and  such  approval  and  appro- 
priation shall  be  necessary  before  any  official  or  assistant  is  en- 
gaged or  any  expense  incurred. 

Sec.  8.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consider  all  mat- 
ter which  is  written  for  publication  or  circulation  on  behalf 
of  the  Association  by  any  member  or  official  of  the  Association 
as  such,  endorsing  the  same  if  approved;  and  such  approval 
shall  be  necessary  before  such  publication  or  circulation. 

Sec.  9.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to 
withhold  any  or  all  of  the  privileges  of  the  Association  from 
any  woman  concerning  whom  it  shall  have  satisfactory  evi- 
dence that  she  is  unworthy  such  privileges,  or  from  any  woman 
who  wilfully  disobeys  the  rules,  or  from  any  woman  who  is 
known  to  be  exerting  an  influence  contrary  to  the  spirit  and 
aims  of  the  Young  Women's  Association. 

ARTICLE  II. 

THE  DUTIES   OF  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, and  she  shall  have  the  casting  vote;  also  to  call  special 
meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  at  the  written  request 
of  not  less  than  three  of  its  members.    The  President  shall  ap- 
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point  all  special  committees,  and  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio 
of  all  the  Standing  Committes. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  First  Vice-President  to 
act  for  the  President,  and  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  As- 
sociation and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  in  the  absence  of 
the  President. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  the  inability  of  the  First  Vice-President 
to  act  for  the  President,  it  shall  be  her  duty  to  see  that  the 
Second  or  Third  Vice-President  is  requested  to  act  for  her. 

DUTIES   OF   THE    CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary to  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee;  to  conduct  the  correspondence,  filing  and 
preserving  all  important  letters,  and  retaining  copies  of  all  im- 
portant letters  written  by  her;  to  prepare  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Association,  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee; and  to  notify  members  of  their  election  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  to  any  office  or  to  the  membership  of  said 
Committee,  or  of  any  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the 
President. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  RECORDING  SECRETARY. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to 
take  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  preserving  them  in  permanent  form, 
and  to  notify  Active  and  Associate  Members  of  their  election. 

DUTIES    OF    THE  TREASURER 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all 
funds  for  the  Association,  to  give  receipts  for  the  same,  and  to 
deposit  them  in  a  bank  designated  by  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee. 
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She  shall  keep  a  strict  record  and  account  of  all  subscrip- 
tions, donations,  receipts  and  expenditures,  presenting  a  re- 
port of  the  same  to  the  Association  at  each  monthly  meeting, 
and  preparing  an  Annual  Report  for  publication. 

She  shall  keep  the  name  and  residence  of  each  subscriber 
and  donor,  and  shall  inform  the  Chairman  of  the  Membership 
Committee  of  any  change  in  the  same.  She  shall  also  notify 
new  members  of  their  annual  dues. 

She  shall  pay,  by  her  check  as  Treasurer,  all  sums  appro- 
priated by  the  Executive  Committee,  upon  presentation  of 
bills  approved  and  endorsed  by  the  Auditing  Committee. 

The  Treasurer  may  be  assisted  and  represented  in  any  or 
all  of  the  duties  of  her  office  by  the  Assistant-Treasurer,  as 
provided  in  Section  7th  of  this  Article. 

Sec.  7.  The  Assistant-Treasurer  shall,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Treasurer,  assist  in  any  or  all  of  the  duties  of  the  office 
of  Treasurer,  as  described  in  Section  6th  of  this  Article;  shall 
represent  the  Treasurer,  at  the  request  of  the  Treasurer,  ap- 
proved by  the  Executive  Committee,  or  at  the  request  of  the 
Executive  Committee  alone,  and  when  thus  authorized  may 
perform  any  or  all  of  the  duties  of  the  Treasurer,  as  specified 
in  Section  6th  of  this  Article  and  subject  to  the  conditions 
therein  provided. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, the  Recording  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Assist- 
ant-Treasurer promptly  to  notify  the  Executive  Committee 
of  any  intended  absence,  and  to  request  the  appointment  of  a 
substitute  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  dur- 
ing such  absence. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

GIFTS   OF  MONEY. 

All  money  for  the  Association  should  be  enclosed  in  an  en- 
velope and  given  to  the  Treasurer  or  Assistant-Treasurer,  with 
a  written  statement  of  the  amount,  the  full  name  and  address 
of  the  donor,  the  name  of  the  person  through  whom  it  is  re- 
ceived, and  whether  it  be  a  Donation  or  an  Annual  Subscrip- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

NEW  MEMBERS. 

Any  member  presenting  a  Candidate  for  Active  Member- 
ship shall  obtain  her  signature  to  the  Membership  form,  and 
shall  send  the  form,  when  filled  out,  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Membership  Committee. 

ARTICLE  V. 

STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

Sec.  i.  Each  Standing  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
Active  Members  of  the  Association,  with  a  Chairman  chosen 
from  and  by  the  Executive  Committee.  The  title  and  work 
of  each  Standing  Committee  shall  be  determined  by  the  Exec- 
utive Committee. 

Sec.  2.  All  Standing  Committees  shall  be  limited  in  mem- 
bership, the  number  of  members  to  be  decided  by  their  respec- 
tive Chairmen. 

Sec.  3.  The  Chairmen  of  Standing  Committees  shall  pre- 
sent all  important  business  for  the  consideration  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee;  they  shall  obtain  its  approval  before 
publishing  or  circulating  any  reading  matter  on  behalf  of  the 
Association  or  any  department  thereof;  they  shall  select  and 
engage  all  assistants  necessary  for  their  work,  subject  to  the 
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approval  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  secure  its  ap- 
proval and  due  appropriation  before  incurring  any  obligation 
for  salaries  or  other  expenditures. 

Sec.  4.  Any  Chairman,  in  case  of  intended  absence  of  one 
month  or  more,  shall  request  the  Executive  Committee  to  ap- 
point a  substitute  to  act  in  her  place. 

Sec.  5.  Any  officer,  except  the  Chairman,  required  by  any 
Committee  shall  be  elected  by  that  Committee  upon  the  nomi- 
nation of  the  Chairman. 

Sec.  6.  The  Standing  Committees  shall  make  their  own 
Rules  and  By-Laws,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  shall  appoint  their  respective  times  and  places 
of  meeting. 

Sec.  7.  In  the  absence  of  any  special  provision  one-fourth 
of  the  members  of  any  Standing  Committee  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  In  the  absence  of  a  quorum  five  members  may  trans- 
act business,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
ATTENDANCE  upon  meetings. 

Sec.  1.  Active  Members  will  be  notified  of  regular  meet- 
ings of  the  Association. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  absenting  herself  for  two  months 
from  the  meetings  and  the  work  of  her  Committee,  without 
presenting  a  reasonable  excuse  to  the  Chairman  and  obtaining 
leave  of  absence,  may  be  considered  as  having  resigned  there- 
from, and  shall  be  notified  accordingly. 

Sec.  3.  Any  Chairman  may  request  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  grant  leave  of  absence,  not  exceeding  six  months,  to 
any  member  of  her  Committee  who  purposes  to  resume  her 
work  at  the  end  of  that  time. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

MEMBERSHIP  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  shall  be  composed  of  nine  members,  four  from  the 
Executive  Committee  and  five  from  the  Association. 

It  shall  receive  all  names  presented  for  Membership,  and 
shall  recommend  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  acceptance 
such  names  as  the  Membership  Committee  approves. 

It  shall  also  keep  a  full  and  complete  record  of  all  the 
Active,  Associate,  Annual,  Life,  and  Honorary  Members  of 
the  Association,  for  ready  reference  by  the  Association. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member  of  this  Committee  to 
inform  herself  thoroughly  of  the  work  of  the  Association  in 
general,  and  of  the  special  work  of  the  respective  Committees. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  this  Committee  to 
meet  all  candidates  for  Active  Membership  and  explain  to 
them  the  objects  and  aims  of  the  Association,  and  the  work  of 
the  different  departments  thereof. 

Four  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

COMMITTEE    ON    EDUCATION    AND  ENTERTAINMENTS. 

This  Committee  shall  have  charge  and  control  of  all  social 
and  educational  advantages  offered  by  the  Association  to  self- 
supporting  women. 

It  shall  have  the  management  of  Lectures  and  Entertain- 
ments, and  shall  organize  and  superintend  all  Classes,  and  shall 
select  and  engage  all  teachers,  clerks,  and  other  assistants  nec- 
essary for  its  work,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  have  charge  and  control  of  a  Free 
Circulating  Library  for  the  use  of  self-supporting  women. 

It  shall  also  have  charge  and  control  of  a  Free  Reference 
Library  and  a  Free  Reading  Room  for  the  use  of  women,  and 
shall  provide  for  the  proper  care,  arrangement,  and  increase  of 
all  these  departments,  selecting  and  engaging  Librarians  and 
other  necessary  assistants,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

ARTICLE  X. 

EMPLOYMENT  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  have  charge  and  control  of  receiving 
and  placing  all  women  who  apply  for  employment. 

It  shall  become  acquainted  with  and  take  personal  interest 
in  all  such  applicants,  and  continue  this  interest  as  long  as 
practicable;  shall  obtain  their  references,  both  in  regard  to 
character  and  capacity;  shall  give  such  counsel  and  advice  as 
may  be  needed,  and  shall  seek  by  every  means  to  find  suitable 
employment  for  all  deserving  women  who  may  present  them- 
selves. 

It  shall  select  and  engage  all  necessary  clerks  and  assistants 
for  its  work,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

NEEDLE-WORK  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  orders  for  sewing 
and  fancy-work  received  at  the  Association,  and  also  of  all 
articles  brought  to  the  Association  to  be  sold. 
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It  shall  engage  all  clerks  and  assistants  necessary  for  its 
work,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

BOARD  DIRECTORY  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  receiving  all  women 
who  apply  for  board  or  furnished  rooms  in  the  city;  also  those 
who  apply  for  admission  to  the  Summer  Homes  of  the  Associ- 
ation. It  shall  require  satisfactory  references  from  all  appli- 
cants. 

It  shall  endeavor  to  find  comfortable  homes  in  Christian 
families  for  young  women,  securing  satisfactory  references  as 
to  the  character  of  each  family,  and  as  thorough  a  knowledge 
of  each  home  as  is  possible  through  personal  visitation. 

It  shall  interest  itself  in  all  who  apply  at  the  Directory, 
giving  such  advice  and  guidance  as  may  be  necessary. 

It  shall  engage  all  necessary  clerks  and  assistants  for  its 
work,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

HOUSE  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  building  No.  7 
East  15th  Street,  and  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee,  engage  the  janitor,  engineers,  and  other 
assistants  necessary  for  the  proper  care  and  service  of  the 
building.  It  shall  disburse  all  moneys  received  from  the 
Treasurer  for  wages  and  supplies,  and  shall  superintend  such 
repairs,  alterations,  and  furnishing  as  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee shall  authorize. 
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ARTICLE  XIV. 

MARGARET   LOUISA  HOME  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  connected 
with  the  Home  and  Restaurant.  It  shall  engage  a  Superin- 
tendent for  the  Home  and  Manager  for  the  Restaurant,  with 
such  assistants  as  may  be  necessary,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

THE    WEST    SIDE    SETTLEMENT  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  have  charge  and  control  of  all  matters 
connected  with  the  work  of  the  West  Side  Settlement  of  this 
Association  established  at  453  West  47th  Street,  engaging  the 
Superintendent  and  such  assistants  as  may  be  necessary,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

AUDITING  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  at  least  eight  mem- 
bers chosen  by  the  Executive  Committee,  three  of  whom  shall 
be  members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  It  shall  keep  an 
account  of  all  appropriations  made  by  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, and  shall  duly  approve  all  just  bills,  endorsing  them  for 
payment  by  the  Treasurer.  This  Committee  shall  audit  the 
Treasurer's  books  and  accounts  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
every  second  month,  beginning  with  November.  This  Com- 
mittee shall  provide  for  the  auditing  of  the  accounts  of  each 
department,  which  shall  be  audited  at  least  twice  a  year  by  an 
auditor  of  the  department  and  a  member  of  the  Auditing  Com- 
mittee. 
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ARTICLE  XVII. 

THE   FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  have  full  knowledge  of  the  state  of 
the  Treasury  from  month  to  month.  It  shall  devise  and 
recommend  plans  for  raising  money,  and  shall  endeavor  to 
keep  the  resources  of  the  Treasury  equal  to  the  demands  of 
the  work. 

It  shall  lay  before  the  Executive  Committee,  in  February 
of  each  year,  a  financial  statement  comprehending  a  general 
view  of  the  Treasury,  its  income  and  expenditure,  and  esti- 
mates for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

THE    RELIEF  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  have  charge  and  control  of  the  per- 
sonal relief  and  assistance  of  all  sick  and  needy  women,  and 
of  the  Fresh  Air  and  Travelers'  Aid  Work.  It  shall  hold  and 
disburse  all  funds  contributed  for  these  purposes.  It  shall 
engage  all  necessary  clerks  and  assistants,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a  three-quarters  vote 
of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  provided  notice  of  such  amendment  be  sent 
to  each  member  of  said  Committee  ten  days  previous  to  said 
meeting. 
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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  ADVISORY  BOARD. 
ARTICLE  I. 

Section  i.  The  Advisory  Board  shall  meet  on  the  Thurs- 
day preceding  the  second  Monday  in  January  in  each  year, 
and  at  such  other  times  as  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
Chairman  or  by  two  members  of  the  Board,  of  which  three 
days'  notice  shall  be  given  in  writing. 

Sec.  2.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Board  five  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  3.  The  order  of  business  at  all  meetings  shall  be: 

1.  Calling  the  roll. 

2.  Prayer. 

3.  Reading  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting. 

4.  Election,  if  any. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  Chairman  and 
a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  members  of  the  Board  and  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  shall  hold  office 
until  the  election  of  their  successors. 

Sec.  2.  Their  duties  shall  be  such  as  usually  pertain  to 
these  offices.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  a  Chairman 
pro  tern,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  III. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  members  present  at  an  annual  meeting.
